The hope of sudden riches “ toled” 
many Janesville people into making 
Honduras investments. 
They decided 
to wait for further details and are 
glad they did. 
The National Indus­ 
trial Company of Honduras was to 
construct and operate roads for the 
transportation of mails, freights, etc., 
and to act as common carrier under a 
contract with Honduras. 
The Amen 
can-Hcnduras Company was organized 
to develop and manage mines, etc., on 
57,000 acres contiguous to the other 
land, which, he says, has also been 
granted to him, and whish he sold to 
that company for its entire capital 
stock. 
The manager of the company said 
that the land was bordered by deep 
water ways and harbors navigable by 
large ocean-going vessels, that it con­ 
tained havens 
where the largest ves­ 
sels conld safely anchor and large 
rivers navigable for big ships, where­ 
as the truth was, and he knew it at 
the time, that there 
were neither 
good harbors nor navigable rivers. 
By painting glowing pictures of the 
new Utopia the leader got many peo­ 
ple to invest. 
One Janesville manu­ 
facturer thought seriously of estab­ 
lishing a factory on the 
island and 
others were en the point of investing. 
They will be more cantions when they 
learn that 
deluded stockholders in 
New York, are in court trying to es­ 
cape payiDg their holdings.

A N ew Ic e B ox. 
There is a new idea in ice boxes that 
is w ell worth the attention of house­ 
keepers and house builders. It is often 
w ell worth while to have a large re­ 
serve ice chest, in which to put a stock 
of ice to draw from as occasion re­ 
quires. 
This is built in the cellar, or 
in any convenient place in a shed or 
areaway. 
A suitably sized box is 
built either of cement and gravel or of 
a single course of brick properly laid 
in cement mer tar. Cross pieces, either 
of wood or iron, are put in to support 
the necessary shelves. 
At one end of 
the box an upper-story receptacle for 
ice^tnay be arranged in the form of a 
box set over the end of the first box, 
or the ice may rest upon a shelf in the 
main part of the chest. 
The entire 
inside is smoothly finished in Port­ 
land cement, and the outside may 
have a coat of good mortar to make 
it smooth and cleanable. 
It is possi­ 
ble to make an inner surface almost as 
smooth as glass, and 
it 
may 
be 
scrubbed with hot water and soap^. A 
drainage pipe is fixed in at one corner 
of the floor of the ice-holder, being of 
zinc, and the pipe being properly at­ 
tached. 
In a sandy or porous soil the 
drip may run into the earth, or it may 
be caught in a pan set under the 
drainage pipe. 
A double cover of 
wood w ill be required for the chest 
proper as w ell as the ice compartment. 
If built with the house, this arrange­ 
ment need cost but the merest trifle. 
One recently made by that useful per­ 
son the Jack-at-all-trades cost less 
than 81, and was voted far superior to 
the ordinary high-class refrigerator.
